While Trolley Coach is Moving 
Down Grade Motorman Loses Con- 
it Leaps at Frightful Pace, 
Tippi Over and Bruising Occu- 
pants—Miraculous Escape.

Everyone in the car realized that 
something was .wrong, and several of 
the passengers became much excited.

RETAILERS T' TO UNITE. 


Will Form Board ogiry Trade of Their 
Own for Mutual Protection 
Against Frauds. 

Los Angeles retailers have begun a 
movement for the organization of a 

“Retailers’ Board of Trade.” 

The new board will be formed early 
in the new year, and will prove a great 
convenience and protection to the re- 
tallers of the city. 

The claim is made that the mer- 
chants each year lose thousands of 
dollars for the lack of definite knowl- 


edge as to the ability of their credit | 


customers to meet their obligations. 
'The proposed board of trade would act 
for these merchants as a clearing credit 
exchange and collection department, 
conducted under the supervision of the 
merchants themselves. 

M lesser features are discussed as 
suitaBle to be included in the scope 
of the retailers’ organization, but the 
collection department and the credit- 
rating department for obvious reasons 
would be the prominent features. 

One line of activity would be the list- 
ing of all employés in the retail busi- 
ness who -have been discharged for 
dishonesty, and the enrollment of ef- 
ficient help. 

The plan is tv secure central quar- 
ters, with rooms large enough to ac- 
commodate committee meetings, regu- 
lar meetings, and the meetings of spe- 


‘| cial lines of the retail trade. * 


A semi-monthly report of delin- 
quents, and other matter of interest to 
the members is included in the plans. 
Tt is planned to include in the organ- 
ization all lines of the retail business, 
and several of the professions, among 
them being doctors and dentists. 

In order to protect all concerned, so 
that no individual would be held re- 
sponsible for damages that might be 
obtained through suits against the or- 
ganization, the board would be incor- 
porated.
